We do not hold ourselves responsible for any opinions expressed in this 
Summary ; as all the notices are either collated from the local papers, or 
supplied to us by occasional correspondents. 

Bagnalstown. — A programme has been for- 
warded to us of Concerts given by Mr. R. Pryor, at the Court 
House in the above town, and also at Carlow. Mr. Pryor seems an 
able pianist, as his name appears in the programme to perform 
Thalberg's " Home, sweet home," and as a vocalist, he also occupies 
a conspicuous place in the concert. Mr. Pryor was assisted by Mr. 
T. E. Close (Primo Tenore and Vicar-Choral of Cashel Cathedral), 
and also by several glee-singers. The programme announces that 
Miss Marie Josephine Berry and Master John Pryor, "two petite, 
but surpassing vocalists," would make their de'bUt on this occasion, 
" both of whom ascend to the high B flat." Whether they did so, 
however, we have no means of ascertaining, as no particulars of the 
performance have reached us. 

Bandon. — On Tuesday evening, the 12th ult., Mr. 

Thomas Barry delivered his second lecture on " The Development 
of Music," in the large room of the Young Men's Association. 
Having dwelt upon the philosophy of music, and showed its power 
to excite the highest sympathies and emotions of our nature, even 
in its simplest forms of composition, the lecturer proceeded to trace 
its history from the earliest ages to the present period. In the course 
of the lecture, as progress was shewn from age to age, and as new 
masters of the art were introduced, Mr. Barry, with the assistance 
of a well-trained band of ladies and gentlemen (all amateurs and 
residents in Bandon) gave some most happily-chosen illustrations, 
all of which were performed in a most creditable manner. 

Bangor, North Wales. — The Members of the 

" Bangor Orchestral Union" entertained at dinner, on Thursday 
evening, Nov. 23rd, Mr. H. Hulse, and presented him with an address, 
beautifully engrossed on vellum; together with a handsome gold 
signet ring, bearing a suitable inscription, in recognition of his very 
efficient services as Musical Director of the Society. 

Birmingham. — Mr. Stockley gave an excellent 

Concert at the Town Hall on the 3rd November, which was very 
numerously attended. The absence of Mr. Sims Reeves, from indis- 
position, was a great disappointment to many of the audience ; but 
his place was very ably supplied by Mr. Wilbye Cooper, who gave 
Handel's "Deeper and deeper still" with much earnestness and 
artistic feeling. The other principal performers were Madame 
Lemmens-Sherrington, Miss Agnes Palmer, Mr. Weiss, Mr. Hatton, 
and Mr. Stockley. Madame Sherrington sang Rossini's Cavatina, 
" Une voce poco fa," so extremely well as to elicit an universal 
encore, when she gave Meyerbeer's " Shadow song," with which the 
audience seemed equally delighted. The rest of the vocalists were 
highly successful in their respective solos; and especial mention 
should be made of Miss Agnes Palmer, a pupil, we believe, of Mr. 
Stockley, who displayed an excellent contralto voice and finished 
style of vocalization in the ballad, "Softly the night winds," and 
" By the sad sea waves." Several Glees and Part-Songs were sung 
to perfection by the Festival Choral Society (of which Mr. Stockley 
is conductor), and the Concert was in every respect a perfect suc- 
cess. Mr. Hatton was accompanyist ; and Mr. Stockley was warmly 
greeted by the audience on his appearance in the orchestra.

Competition. — The prizes offered by this society were awarded as 
follows : — First prize, £25, to Mr. Henry Leslie, of Conduit-street,

London, for his Five-Part Madrigal, " All is not gold that shineth ;" 
third, £10, Mr. Henry Lahee, of Alexander-square, Brompton, for 
his Six-Part Madrigal, " Hark how the birds." There were 95 com- 
positions sent in for competition." 

Cheddar, Somerset. — On Wednesday evening, 

Nov. 6th. a Concert, consisting of Songs, Part-Songs, and 
Glees, was given in the National School-room, by the Church 
Choir, and friends from the neighbourhood, numbering altogether 
22 voices. The Glees and Part-Songs were given in excellent style, 
and were highly appreciated by the audience. The soloists were 
Miss Barnes, Mr. Chambers, Mr. Edgell, Mr. Frank Edwards, and 
Mr. W. Parson. Miss Baber presided at the Pianoforte, and Mr. D. 
Jefferies conducted. 

Cheltenham. — The last Concert of the Philhar- 
monic Society for the present year was held in the Assembly Rooms 
on the 8th ult., before a crowded audience. The first portion was 
sacred, and consisted of overture Athalie, solo and chorus, " As pants 
the Hart," trio, "Jesu, heavenly Master" (Spohr), and selections 
from Beethoven's Engedi. The most noticeable point was the tenor 
singing of Mr. Lunn, who that evening made his debut before a 
Cheltenham audience, and who promises to take a high position in 
public favour. The second part contained secular music, and in- 
cluded amongst other attractive pieces, a violin solo by Spohr, 
exquisitely played by Mr. Blagrove, and accompanied ou the piano- 



forte by Mr. Von Hoist (conductor of the Society), a dialogue chorus 
from Gounod's Irene, and selections from Sterndale Bennett's "May 
Queen," the solos and choruses in which were exceedingly well sung, 
Mr Lunn taking the tenor solos, and Mr. Helford the bass. The 

Concert was in every respect highly satisfactory. The Concert 

of Messrs. Hale and Co., which took place on the 21st ult, was not 
only supported by the well-known artists, Madame Sainton-Dolby, 
Miss Banks, M. Sainton, and Mr. Ricardo Linter, but was remark- 
able as introducing to a Cheltenham audience the new tenor, Mr.

Messrs. Hale and Co. deserve much credit for bringing forward so 
able an artist, and also for providing so excellent a concert. M. M. 
Lauber and Mr. Von Hoist presided at the pianoforte. 

Cranborne, Dorsetshire. — Miss Ida Thome gave 

her annual Concert at the Manor Hall, on Thursday evening, Nov. 
30th, assisted by Messrs. Heywood, Westmoreland, Taylor, and 
Kenningham, Lay Vicars of Salisbury Cathedral, and Mr. W. 
H. Haskins at the pianoforte. The programme consisted of Songs, 
Duets (vocal and pianoforte), Trios, Glees, &c. The room was well 
filled, and the audience gave ample testimony of their appreciation 
of the performance, by frequent and hearty applause. 

Crawley. — An Amateur Concert has lately been 

given here with the benevolent object of supplying the poor of the 
neighbourhood with coals. The names of the ladies and gentlemen 
who kindly volunteered their services on this occasion are not given 
in the report forwarded to us ; but their performance is spoken of 
in the highest terms; and we should be glad to find that amateurs in 
other towns had combined to follow so laudable an example. 

Devonport. — The Re-opening of the Organ in 

Morice-street Wesleyan Chapel took place on Thursday, the 14th 
ult. The Organ has been entirely restored and revoiced by Mr. G. 
T. Fey, of Plymouth. Its fine qualities were very ably shown by 
Mr. G. Hele, Organist of St. Mary's, Truro, in his performance 
from the works of Mendelssohn, Haydn, Handel, &c. The Anthems 
were sung by the Choir of Stonehouse Chapel, accompanied by 
Miss Owen, their Organist, and Mrs. Barnette, Organist of Morice- 
street. 

Durham. — On Friday, the 8th ult., the City of 

Durham Glee and Madrigal Union gave its first grand Subscription 
Evening Concert, for the present season, in the new Town Hall. 
The singers were Miss Rose Hersee, 5 Messrs. Martin, Walker, 
Price, Whitehead, J. Lambert, Kaye, and David Lambert. The 
programme was varied and well arranged, and included Songs, 
Duets, Trios, Glees, and Madrigals, several of which were encored. 
Songs were given by Miss Hersee, Messrs. J. Lambert, Whitehead, 
and David Lambert, and frequentlyencorerf. The room was crowded 
by a very fashionable audience. Mr. Orwin, pupil of Dr. Armes, 
presided very ably at the pianoforte. 

Enfield. — The Musical Society gave a Concert of 

Sacred and Secular Music on the 12th ult., at the Riding House, 
kindly lent by Colonel Somerset. The principal Soprano part was 
sustained by a lady amateur; Tenor, Mr. Westmoreland; Bass, Mr. 
Kenningham, both of Salisbury Cathedral Choir. The instru- 
mentalists comprised the String Band, sixteen in number, of the 
Royal Artillery, from Woolwich. The Rev. E. H. Egles presided 
at the Harmonium ; and Mr. Henry Jenkins, Organist of Enfield 
Church, conducted. 

Eton. — On the 9th ult. the Eton College Musical 

Society gave a highly successful Concert at the Mathematical 
School, this being the third concert that has taken place. The first 
part of the programme was entirely composed of sacred, and the 
second of secular, music. In the first part Mr. Coleridge received 
much applause for his very excellent singing of the solo, "Lord, at 
all times," from Mendelssohn's Lauda Sion, as did also Mr. Parry 
for his artistic interpretation of Gounod's song "Nazareth," both 
gentlemen being enthusiastically encored. The choruses, too, espe- 
cially Handel's " We never will bow down," were sung with com- 
mendable precision. In the second part Mr. E. W. Hamilton's part- 
song, "Live with me, and be my love," was received with the 
utmost applause, and Mr. Parry's part-song, " Take, oh take," also 
appeared a great favorite with the audience. Mr. Gosselin's piano- 
forte playing was one of the features of the evening, his perform- 
ance of Benedict's variations to " Where the bee sucks," especially, 
receiving a perfect storm of applause. Mr. J. Foster deserves the 
thanks of all music-lovers for the pains he has taken in conducting 
this concert to so successful an issue ; and we cannot conclude our 
notice without expressing our regret for the loss that the Eton 
public will sustain in the retirement of Mr. Hamilton from the duties 
of Secretary to the Society, an office he has filled for three years 
with so much credit to himself. 

Finchley, — On Tuesday, the 12th ult., a grand 

evening Concert was given by Mr. Dickson. The programme was 
well selected, and included Locke's music to Macbeth. Miss Bessie 
Read and Mr. Dickson were very successful in the Macbeth music, 
creating quite a sensation amongst the audience. Mr. Leare played 
several solos on the Pianoforte in capital style. 

Gildersome, near Leeds. — On Saturday evening, 

the 2nd ult., a Concert and Reading was given in the Baptist School- 
room to a crowded audience ; ReY. J, Haslam in the chair. The 
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Glees were rendered by the Glee party connected with the School. 
Songs were sung by Miss Haigh, Misa Arnold, Mr. Lister, and Mr. 
Arnold. Mr. Evers, of Wortley, played several solos on the violin, 
and Mr. M. Arnold presided at the Pianoforte. 

Glasgow. — The Choral Union gave its first Concert 

this season in the City Hall on the 29th November, when Handel's 
Messiah was performed to a crowded and fashionable audience. 
The principal vocalists were Miss Banks, Miss Carrodus, Mr. Weiss, 
and Mr. Wilbye Cooper, in lieu of Mr. Sims Reeves, who was pre- 
vented, by indisposition, from attending. All these artists gave the 
whole of the music allotted to them in a manner worthy of their 
reputation, Mr. Cooper, especially, though much fatigued, singing 
his very best. The choruses were all rendered with the utmost 
steadiness and precision ; and many of them, contrary to the injunc- 
tion contained in the programme, were loudly applauded. The 
band (particularly the stringed instruments), was highly commend- 
able ; and Mr. Peace presided most efficiently at the organ. Mr. 
Lambeth conducted with his usual ability. 

Grimsby. — Handel's Oratorio, The Messiah, was 

performed in the Town Hall, on the 4th ult., to a crowded audience. 
The principal vocalists were Mrs. Wood (late Miss Sarah Dobson), 
Madame Carrodus, Miss Watkin, Mias Harrison, Mr. J. H. Price 
(from Durham Cathedral), Mr. W.H. Grice (from York Cathedral), 
and 100 other vocal performers, the greater number of whom were 
amateurs. The ladies, we understand, made their debut in Grimsby 
on this occasion ; and we may say with perfect success ; Madame 
Carrodus, in " Behold a virgin," " O thou that tellest," and " He 
shall feed his flock," Mrs. Wood, in "Rejoice greatly," Miss Watkin, 
in " Come unto Him," and Miss Harrison, in the air, " But thou didst 
not leave," receiving the most genuine demonstrations of approval 
from the audience. The gentlemen also acquitted themselves ex- 
tremely well, Mr. J. H. Price singing " Comfort ye, my people," and 
Mr. W. H. Grice " Thus saith the Lord of Hosts," with good expres- 
sion and feeling. The choruses, especially "And the glory of the 
Lord," and " For unto us a child is born," were rendered with much 
precision throughout ; and the band, led by Mr. J. Bowling, was 
extremely efficient ; Mr. John Carr, of Hull, conducted ; and, in 
appreciation of his services to music in Grimsby, received from the 
amateurs a silver-mounted baton before the commencement of the 
Oratorio. Mr. V. Bregazzi presided at the organ. On Tuesday 
evening the miscellaneous Concert took place; when a very excel- 
lent programme was provided, the vocalists already mentioned 
being the principal performers. We are glad to find that the success 
of the performance of the Messiah has led to the formation of a 
Musical Society at Grimsby, to which Mr. Brammer, Organist of 
the Parish Church, has been appointed Conductor. 

Hailsham, Sussex. — The Choral Society gave a 

Concert on Nov. 14th, when Romberg's Lay of the Bell, and 
a miscellaneous Selection, was most creditably performed under 
the direction of Mr. J. H. Deane, of Eastbourne. There was a 
large attendance, and the entertainment gave general satisfaction. 

Hamstrket, Kent. — A Concert was given on the 

30th November, on the occasion of the opening of the new Hall, 
which was very numerously attended. Many members of the Hythe 
Choral Society, under the direction of Mr. Klitz, attended and sang 
a number of concerted pieces with much effect, one especially, 
"The Mocking Bird" — the solo excellently given by one of the 
ladies of the party — was received with the most enthusiastic ap- 
plause, and rapturously encored. Mr. Klitz's performance of a Con- 
certina solo on Scotch airs was one of the great features of the 
evening. We understand that a Choral Society, under the direction 
of Mr. Klitz (conductor of the Hythe Choral Society) has recently 
been established, and already numbers more than sixty members. 

Hastings. — The first Concert of the Sacred Har- 
monic Society took place on the 18th ult, The principal vocalists 
were Mrs. Strange, Mr. Wilbye Cooper, Mr. Plant (of Canterbury 
Cathedral), and Messrs. D. Parks and Heron (Members of the 
Society).

Hastings and St. Leonards, which proved exceedingly attractive, in 
consequence of Madame Sainton-Dolby and M. Sainton having 
volunteered their valuable services. An unexceptionable programme 
was prepared, in which Madame Sainton sang five songs in her usual 
admirable manner, and was encored in Blumenthal's song, " The Chil- 
dren's Kingdom," and "Janet's Choice; " M. Sainton delighted the 
audience with two violin solos, and also performed one of Beethoven's 
Sonatas, for violin and pianoforte, in which he was ably supported 
by Miss Florence Braye, Amongst the vocal music Mr. L. 
Montgomery was extremely effective in "Largo al Factotum ; " and 
Mr. Rhodes in the "Village Blacksmith." The Hastings Glee 
Union also contributed some nicely-rendered glees. We understand 
that the Institutions will benefit largely from the surplus receipts 
of this highly successful concert. 

Hebden Bridge. — On the 17th ult. the members 
of the Harmonic Society gave a Concert in the Victoria Room at 



the White Lion Hotel. The audience was composed for the most 
part of subscribers and a limited number of their friends. The 
pieces selected were the overtures Tancredi and Caliph of Bagdad, 
one of Haydn's symphonies, and " The United Service Quadrilles." 
These brought out the full powers of the band, and were well per- 
formed. A duet for the piano and violin from GuiUaume TeU, by 
Messrs. Robinson and Whittaker, was executed in good style, and 
deservedly met with an encore. The vocal pieces were " The sweet 
little bird," and " I have fruits, I have flowers," both taken by Miss 
Croft, who was in appropriate costume, which was also encored. 
Mr. Richard Foster sang in very good taste the song, " ruddier 
than the cherry," and Mr. James Ashworth sang " Would you gain 
the tender creature ?" both from Acts and Galatea. The other pieces 
were "Swiftly from the mountain's brow," "Life's a bumper," 
"When winds breathe soft," " Hail, smiling morn," "The chough 
and crow," <fcc, all of which went exceedingly well. We under- 
stand that Messrs. Robinson and Whittaker, both of Halifax, are 
permanently engaged to lead and conduct the musical practices of 
this society. 

Helston.-- On Friday evening, the 8th ult., Mr. 

Lb'hr, organist of St. Michael's Church, Helston, gave a concert, 
assisted by the members of the Helston Choral Class. Mr. Fly, of 
Plymouth, bandmaster of the South Devon Militia, was engaged to 
perform on the cornet-a-pistons. The glees and choruses were sung 
with great taste and precision. Two vocal duets, " The Elfin Call " 
and "Good Night" — the former by the Misses Lanyon, and the 
latter by Miss Julian and Miss Lanyon — were rendered with great 
taste, and were deservedly encored. Mr. Fly delighted the audience 
by the exquisite tones he produced on the cornet, and his execution 
of some of the rapid passages in "The Whirlwind Polka" was 
extraordinary. In answer to call, Mr. Fly repeated two of his 
pieces. Mr. Gove, a gentleman from London, also played in a 
finished manner a solo on the violin, accompanied by Mr. Lohr. 
In the course of the evening Mr. Lohr delighted the audience by 
extemporising on the piano-forte, taking for his subject the beauti- 
ful air from Lurline, " Sweet Spirit hear my Prayer." The concert 
was a decided success, and Mr. Lb'hr deserves great credit for the 
admirable manner in which he has trained his choral class. The 
room was full to overflowing, and the audience was highly delighted 
with the evening's entertainment. 

Hereford. — The Special Christmas Meeting of the 

Hereford Choral Society was held in the College Hall on the 20th 
ult., when Handel's Oratorio, Judas Maccabteus, was performed en- 
tirely by the members of the Society, in a style which reflected the 
highest credit upon their skill and assiduity. Miss Broad sang 
throughout the Oratorio exceedingly well ; the song " From mighty 
Kings," especially, displaying careful training and study ; and Miss 
L. Broad, in "Pious orgies," was also eminently successful. A young 
debutante, in spite of an excusable nervousness, sang " Father of 
Heaven" with much expression and intelligence; showing that 
she had a good contralto voice, and had been well taught. The 
tenor solos were effectively rendered by the Rev. J. Goss and Mr. 
John Lambe; and the Rev. W. V. Duncombe and the Rev. G. 
Custance were most efficient in the bass solos and recitatives — "Arm, 
arm, ye brave," and " Rejoice, O Judah," by the Rev. Mr. Duncombe, 
and " From Capharsalama," by the Rev. G. Custance, being given 
with the utmost power and effect. The choruses were remarkable 
for neatness and decision, "We come," and " See the conquering," 
being triumphs of choral singing. Mr. Townshend Smith conducted 
the Oratorio with his usual care and judgment. 

Holmfirth. — A grand Concert of miscellaneous 

music was given in the Town Hall, on Wednesday evening, Nov. 22nd, 
by Mr. J. E. Pearson, Organist of Trinity Church, Hudders- 
field. The principal vocalists were Miss Fanny Armytage (of Lon- 
don), Miss Moseley, and Messrs. Duxbury and Garner. Mr. Pearson 
presided at the Pianoforte. Although the weather was extremely 
inclement, Mr. Pearson was patronised by a large audience, who 
frequently expressed their approval of the high class entertainment 
he had provided for them. 

Horsforth. — The Choral Society gave a miscella- 
neous Concert on Monday evening, Nov. 27th, Miss Walker, 
Mrs. Gill, and Mr. Bell, were the vocalists, supported by an efficient 
band, ably led by Mr. Thornton. 

Huntingdon. — Two grand Choral Services were 

given at All Saints' Church, on the occasion of the re-opening of 
the Organ after its enlargement. The Choir consisted of upwards 
of 100 voices. The services, both morning and evening, were beau- 
tifully intoned by the Rev. E. B. Whyley, of Peterborough Cathedral. 
Considering that many members of the Choir had never before sung 
the Church Service, and that numbers of them knew little of music, 
their singing reflected much credit on themselves, and on their 
instructor, Mr. A. D. Holloway. In the afternoon an Organ Recital 
was given, when Mr. Holloway played several impromptu pieces, to 
show the effect of the new stops. The whole of the wood-pipes and 
cabinet work of the instrument has been executed by Messrs. 
Skeeles and Sons. 

Ilminster. — On "Wednesday, the 29th November, 

Mr. Loaring, the talented Professor of Music and Organist of Yeovil, 
gave a Vocal and Instrumental Concert at the George Assembly 
Room. The programme included Auber's Overture to Fra J)iavoto y 
Dr. Arne's Artazerxes, Mendelssohn's Wedding March, and a Piano- 
forte Solo, "Les Arpeges," Kullak, performed by Mr. Loaring. 
The chorus selected from the Glee and Madrigal Society, was very 
perfect, and performed the Madrigal, " I saw lovely Phillis," Pear- 
sail; " Bump not the flask," Mendelssohn ; "March of the Men of 
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Harlech," "The Gipsies 1 Tent," T. Cooke; and "What a merry 
life," Glover. There was a large attendance, and the excellence of 
the performance gained several well merited encores. 

Liverpool. — The eleventh Concert of the Phil- 
harmonic Society took place on the 28th November, the principal 
vocal performers being Madame Sinico, Signor Stagno, and Mr. 
Santley. The most interesting work in the instrumental portion of 
the programme was Beethoven's " Sinfonia Pastorale ; " and 
amongst the vocal music two very characteristic choruses, full 
of picturesque Oriental colouring, from Gounod's Irene (La Heine 
de Saba), were enthusiastically re - demanded. Mr. Santley's 
rendering of Gounod's fine song Nazareth created also a marked 

effect with the audience. According to time-honoured custom, 

the last Concert of this Society for the present year was devoted to 
a performance of Handel's Messiah, which, as usual, attracted a 
crowded audience. The solo performers were Madame Rudersdorf, 
Madlle. Drasdil (who made a highly successful debut on this occa- 
sion), Mr, Sims Reeves, and Mr. Lewis Thomas. The unrivalled 
Trumpet obbligato of Mr. Thomas Harper — without which the per- 
formance of the Messiah seems now incomplete— was, as usual, 
one of the principal attractions.. — —Mb. E. W. Thomas, in his series 
of Classical Chamber Concerts, continues to offer the same class of 
excellent and well executed compositions as those which dis- 
tinguished the first performance. The third Concert was given on 
the 5th ult. t the selection being from the compositions of Mozart, 
Beethoven, Spohr, and Ries, the beautiful Quartett in E minor, 
Op. 129, by the last-named composer, being a highly interesting 
novelty. Herr Ernst Pauer was the pianist ; and in the concerted 
music, as well as in his solos (selected from the works of Chopin, 
Mendelssohn, and Charles Mayer), his execution was delicate and 
masterly in the extreme. 

Luppenden Foot, Yorkshire. — A grand Concert 

was given in the Congregational School on Monday evening, the 4th 
ult., by the Luddenden Foot Choral Society.
